POLITICAL. 


We give below the substance of a long article in the Navaribhdkar, of 
the 17th October, headed the “ Loyalty of the educated natives of India” ._ 
It may be stated, without fear of contradiction, that no political sec 
or organization hostile to the established 
government of the land, and similar to the 
Nihilists, Socialists or Communists of Europe, exists in India, hj. 
however is not believed by a few high-handed and panic-stricken officials 
who look upon educated natives of this country as men dissatisfied with 
British rule, and attribute their discontent to the English education they 
have received. This view is, however, entirely erroneous. Educated natives 
may be dissatisfied with Government, but their discontent does not, a; 
in Europe, lead, nor is it ever likely to lead, to any revolutionary measures. 
A few declamatory speeches are the utmost that can be expected from their 
discontent. 

But though not prone to rebellion or disloyal to the British 
Government, it cannot nevertheless be affirmed that they are contented. 
On the contrary, most educated natives express their dissatisfaction with 
the action of the rulers. As far as can be ascertained, this feeling 
is due to two circumstances—namely (1) the difficulty of earning a 
livelihood, and (2) a complete absence of justice in the policy of adminis- 
tration. While English education has raised their style of living and 
increased their wants, they have become unused to all occupations requiring 
physical labour. What they are anxious to obtain are situations in the 
public service, but here the policy of Government stands in their way. In 
the distribution of public patronage, the rulers make an invidious distinction 
in favour of Europeans and Hast Indians. Now, it behoves Government to 
remove these causes of discontent. The enactment of a Press Law or Arms 
Law will not facilitate the aitainment of this object. The benefit of high

English education should be conferred upon the people simultaneously with 
the means of obtaining a training in the mechanical and industrial arts. . The 
existing arrangements for this purpose are very imperfect. And lastly, 
Government should gratify their desire of obtaining high appointments in 
the different departments of the public service.

The High Court is the only refuge of 
the oppressed in such cases. But why is Lord Hartington so anxious t 
reduce the salaries of the High Court Judges? Is there no room for 
retrenchment in other directions? Does he secretly cherish the desire of 
increasing the powers of the executive at the expense of the judiciary ? 
If that be the case, shame upon him and his liberal creed ! —

of Calcutta, Lord Ripon has given his assent to Sir Ashley Eden’s Calcutta 
Municipal Act Amendment Bill. His Excellency has by this step supported 
the action of the Lieutenant-Governor and curtailed the powers of the 
Municipal Commissioners. THis politeness, however, has led Lord Ripon to 
seck to answer some of the objections of the memorialists. Though he has 
failed in this attempt, still his unwillingness, however little, to pain their hearts, 
must be regarded asa fortunate circumstance. The Viceroy, it appears, 
perceived that Sir Ashley Eden was determined to have this Bill passed and 
to put the Commissioners under his thumb. This is shown by the fact of his 
commenting on certain parts of the Bill. Now, Sir Ashley Eden was most 
anxious that sections 15 and 16 should be passed; while, on the contrary, 
these were precisely the sections to which the Commissioners and the rate- 
payers were greatly opposed. It has been observed before in these columns 
that the prayer of the rate-payers is exceedingly reasonable, while Sir 
Ashley Eden’s wish is extremely unreasonable. It can never be just to 
throw the cost of extending the arrangements for the water-supply of the 
Suburbs on the rate-payers of Calcutta; and yet it is this which the 
new Act contemplates doing. Sir Ashley Eden seems determined to 
teach the inhabitants of the Metropolis, even by force, their duty to their 
neighbours of the Suburbs. It is strange to notice that, although Lord 
Ripon asks the Lieutenant-G.vernor to show some forbearance towards the 
Municipal Commissioners of Calcutta, the letter His Honor addressed them 
on the subject of the extension of water-works in the Suburbs has been 
wiitten in a most imperious tone. 


4. Writing on the same subject, the Samachar Chandrika, of the 
The Caleutta Municipal Act Amend- 17th October, while it thanks Lord Ripon 
ment Act. for his polite observations respecting the 
Municipal Commissioners, and the wise advice given by him to the 
Lieutenant-Governor, nevertheless expresses disappointment at the action of 
His Excellency. Lord Ripon lacks the vigour and courage which are 
necessary for the purpose of initiating good, and preventing the adoption of, 
injurious measures. India is not likely to reap much benefit from a Viceroy 
of his stamp. Repeatedly disappointed in their expectations by tue actions 
of Sir Ashley Eden, they had hopes of experiencing a liberal treat- 
ment at the hands of Lord Ripon. But His Excellency has not done any- 
thing for them. Let him give practical proof of his conscientousness, or 
else reveal himself in his true colours as was done by Lord Lytton. The fact 
is the people of India do not approve of the diplomacy of Lord Hartington, 
but are partial to the frank statesmanship of Mr. Bright. 


5. The Sahachar, of the 19th October, cordially approves of the 
scheme of decentralization of the finances as 
propounded by the Government of India, and 
sees in itasign that the Liberals mean to fulfil 
the pledges they gave to the people of this country. 

6. The Medini, of the 22nd October, remarks, in reference to the
